Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  for  the  year  1911. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  5,550  acres. 

The  population  is  2,091,  an  increase  of  131  on  the  last  census. 

BIRTH-R.VTE. 

The  births  registered  are  46,  20  males  and  26  females.  Of 
these,  I female  is  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  is  21  -9  per  1,000 
of  the  population;  in  1910  it  vas  22  8.  'I'he  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1911  w^s  24-4. 

DEATH-R.\TE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  19,  12  males  and  7 females,  giving 
a death-rate  of  9 0 per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  the 
lowest  death-rate  we  have  had  since  the  formation  of  the  Council. 
Deducting  the  deaths  of  2 non-residents  and  adding  the  deaths 
of  3 residents  who  died  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  District, 
wc  get  a rate  of  9 -5.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1911 
is  14  '6. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  per  1,000  births  registered,  is 
84;  in  1910  it  was  198.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  for 
19 1 1 is  130. 

1 he  Zymotic  death-rate  is  "4,  against  ‘5  in  1910. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  DURING  THE  YEAR  1911. 

There  were  19  deaths  : — Influenza,  i ; Phthisis,  i ; Cancer. 
3 ; Bronchitis,  2 ; Premature  Birth,  3 ; Suicides,  2 ; other  diseases, 
7.  The  two  suicides  were  those  of  non-residents.  The  cause  of 
death  of  residents  who  died  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the 
District  were  as  follows: — Enteric  Fever,  1;  Pneumonia,  1; 
other  diseases,  i. 

CASES  REPORTED  UNDER  THE  NOTIFICATION  OF 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  ACT. 

Enteric  Fever,  2;  Diphtheria,  i;  Scarlet  Fever,  5; 
Erysipelas,  3;  total,  ii.  There  were  20  notiheations  in  1910. 

Enteric  Fever  (2  cases). — These  occurred  in  different 
cottages  at  Acaster  Malbis,  one  in  March,  the  other  in  September. 
In  the  latter  instance,  after  removal  to  the  .Vcomb  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  disease  proved  fatal.  .At  the  house  of  the  former, 
a recently  built  one,  the  sanitary  arrangements  I found  in  perfect 
order,  and  I was  unable  to  account  for  the  attack  apart  from  the 
child  being  one  that  was  exceedingly  fond  of  water,  and  would 
drink  it  no  matter  where  obtained.  In  the  case  of  the  youth  that 
died,  the  drinking  water,  obtained  from  a shallow  surface  well, 
was  charged  with  .sewage  which  had  percolated  from  a defective 
slop  drain  in  close  proximity.  The  well  was  thoroughly  cleaned 
out  and  the  source  of  contamination  removed. 

Diphtheria. — This  case  occurred  at  Copmanthorpe  in  .March. 
The  disease  was  of  a slight  character.  I was  unable  to  trace  its 
origin. 

Scarlet  Fever  (5  cases). — The  Fever  was  of  an  exceedingly 
mild  type — in  some  instances  almost  unrecognisable.  One  case 
was  notified  in  .April,  2 in  July,  and  2 in  November.  .\11  occurred 
at  Dringhouses,  or  its  immediate  neighbourhood.  Four  were 
removed  to  the  .Acomb  Fever  Hospital.  I,  along  with  the 
Inspector,  visited  all  the  infected  houses.  .Apart  from  2 cases 
in  which  the  Fever  appeared  to  have  been  contracted  in  "^’ork, 
we  were  quite  unable  to  trace  its  origin.  Where  thought 
advisable,  early  isolation  to  Hospital  is  insisted  upon,  and  the 
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houses,  bedding',  etc.,  thoroughly  stoved  and  disinfected.  By 
this  means  epidemics  oi  h'ever  have  undoubtedly  been  cut  short. 

1{rvsii>i;l.\s  (3  cases). — Occuring  at  .Veaster  Malbis,  Cop- 
manthorpe,  and  Dringhouses,  2 in  elderly  people.  No  insanitary 
conditions  found. 

Whooiung  Cough. — Copmanthorpe  village  school  was  closed 
from  September  6th  to  October  18th  on  account  ol  an  epidemic 
amongst  children. 

THh:  VV.VTBR  SUPPLY  OF  IHE  DISTRICT. 

\Vith  the  exception  of  .Acaster  Malbis,  all  your  villages  are 
supplied  with  a good  and  wholesome  water.  number  of  the 
wells  at  -Veaster  Malbis  are  contaminated.  -A  public  supply  to 
that  village  is  what  I should  advi.se. 

PUBLIC  SC.WENGING. 

The  Council  ha\e  adopted  Public  Scavenging  for  Dring- 
houses. In  the  other  villages  one  frequently  comes  across  ash- 
pits In  an  insanitary  and  offensive  condition,  the  result  of 
inattention  and  neglect.  'J'hese  insanitary  ashpits  are  a grave 
danger  to  the  public  health ; 1 view  them  with  horror.  The  pan 
system,  substituted  for  privy  and  ashpit,  would  be  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  health  of  the  community.  We  are  endeavouring  to 
adopt  this  plan.

These  are  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  Inspector, 
and  he  reports  favourably  on  their  condition.

REARING  OF  INFANTS. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  per 
1,000  births  IS  greatly  reduced— 80  against  198  in  1910.  1 should 
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advise  Dr.  Kay’s  pamphlet  being  distributed  again  throughout 
the  District  during  the  coming  year.  It  gives  excellent  advice 
on  the  rearing  of  infants. 

EDUC.VTION  ACT. 

.\s  you  are  aware,  the  School  Medical  Officer  appointed  by 
the  W'est  Riding  County  Council  makes  periodical  examinations 
of  the  school  children  and  the  schools.  The  Report,  I believe, 
is  favourable,  and  1 know  of  no  serious  nuisance  in  connection 
with  the  schools,  but  various  improvements  are  advised  to  be 
carried  out  at  Copmanthorpe.  The  playground  is  to  be  extended ; 
privies  and  ashpits  to  be  removed  further  away  from  the  school ; 
water  is  to  be  laid  on;  and  the  premises  redrained.

PREVENTION  OF  CONSUMPTION. 

.'\  rapidly  fatal  case  of  Phthisis  occurred  at  Hishopthorpe. 
Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  others  contracting  the 
disease,  both  before  and  after  the  death  of  the  patient. 

On  the  ist  of  the  New  Year  compulsory  notification  of 
Phthisis  comes  into  force,  and  every  arrangement  has  been  made 
bv  the  Council  for  effectivelv  carrvin"-  this  out. 

In  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  in  milk  cows  and  in  cattle 
intended  for  human  food,  I have  your  authority  for  calling  into 
consultation  a veterinary  surgeon. 

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

.\s  recommended  by  the  Local  Government  Board  you  have 
decided,  during  the  coming  year,  to  add  these  two  complaints  to 
the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 

DIPHTHERLX  ANTITOXIN. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  medical  men  attending  cases  in 
voLir  District. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  &-c. 

I am  asked  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  refer  to  this 
matter.  As  the  Council  arc  aware,  apart  from  Dringhouses, 
where  we  have  an  efficient  scheme  of  sewerage  disposal,  the  rest 
of  the  villages  are  not  in  a very  satisfactory  condition,  and  of 
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these  the  sewerage  of  Bishopthorpe  is  the  one  most  seriously  at 
fault.  This  village  is  having  the  Council’s  serious  thought  and 
attention.
